The Katz Group has told a food- 
service provider it’s either us 
or them when it comes to do¬ 
ing business with Northlands 
and the new downtown arena. 

In a letter written to city 
manager Simon Farbrother 
and obtained exclusively by 
Metro, Northlands president 
Richard Andersen said discus¬ 
sions with food-service giant 
Aramark to supply the expo 
centre and other venues out¬ 
side Rexall Place broke down 


over the conflict. 

Andersen said Aramark 
told Northlands they were 
pursuing the contract for the 
new downtown arena, but 
that the Katz Group insisted 
on exclusivity. 

“I have now been advised 
by Aramark that the Katz 
Group has stipulated to them 
that they will only be awarded 
the contract to provide servi¬ 
ces for the new arena if Ara¬ 
mark agrees that they will 
not provide services to the 
Northlands venues,” the letter 
states. 

In the letter, Andersen said 
Northlands has no problem 
with companies supplying 
both facilities. He said he’s 
concerned the Katz Group’s 
move is outside what should 
be done in a publicly-owned 
facility. 

“I would expect that the 
position taken by the Katz 


Group violates the spirit, if 
not the letter, of the city’s 
procurement and fair dealing 
policies.” 

Cathy Kiss, a spokesperson 
for Northlands, said they be¬ 
lieve the city has room for 
two arenas playing on an even 
playing field. 

“We are not willing to give 
up our business, we believe 
we can run the arena and we 
can run it well,” she said. 

Coun. Tony Caterina said 
the Katz Group’s move is veiy 
disappointing and a further 
sign they want to drive North¬ 
lands out of business. 

“This is just another ex¬ 
ample of how Northlands is 
being punished, for not getting 
out of business, for not closing 
their tent and getting out of 
the entertainment business.” 

Katz Group spokesperson 
Steve Hogle said they had no 
comment on the letter.

Three new schools will be built 
in Edmonton, Premier Alison 
Redford announced on Thurs¬ 
day morning. 

A crowd of children, parents 
and trustees gathered at George 
P. Nicholson School in Edmon¬ 
ton applauded as Redford an¬ 
nounced a total of seven new 
schools for the Edmonton area 
and one school modernization. 

“We’re proud of that fact, 


that we’ve made a commit¬ 
ment to make sure that we’re 
investing in putting schools 
and infrastructure where it 
needs to be,” Redford said. 

“And we’re going to con¬ 
tinue to do that right across the 
province.” 

The Edmonton Public 
School Board will receive fund¬ 
ing for two schools and the 
Catholic School District will 
receive funding for one kinder¬ 
garten to Grade 9 school. 

St. Albert will receive two 
new schools, while Spruce 
Grove and Leduc will each re¬ 
ceive one and a modernization 
will take place at Fultonvale 
School. 

The province hopes to open 
all eight facilities no later than 
2016. 


Earlier in the week the gov¬ 
ernment announced 22 other 
school projects across the prov¬ 
ince. 

The new schools will specif¬ 
ically ease pressures in south 
west Edmonton, said Edmon¬ 
ton South West MLA Matt 
Jeneroux. 

Enrollment pressures forced 
the superintendent of Edmon¬ 
ton Public Schools to re-desig- 
nate Grade 8 and 9 students at 
Esther Starkman and Johnny 
Bright school in the city’s south 
west earlier this year. 

Mike Lanteigne, chair of Es¬ 
ther Starkman’s parent council, 
welcomed the announcement 
of new schools. 

“I hope that these three 
schools will alleviate any over¬ 
crowding for a long time to

While school board trustees 
welcomed the announce¬ 
ment of three new schools 
in Edmonton, they said it’s 
simply not enough. 

Earlier in the week, 
Premier Alison Redford 
announced 22 other 
school projects across the 
province, including nine in 
Calgaiy 

“Disappointed is prob¬ 
ably an understatement,” 
said Becky Kallal, board 
chair of Edmonton Catholic 
Schools, after the new 
schools were announced on 
Thursday morning. 

“No matter how they 
describe this or what spin 
they put on this, Calgaiy 
metro received nine 
schools... Edmonton metro 
received three. It doesn’t 
matter how you roll it out, 
that is the reality and that is 
veiy disappointing for us,” 
she said. 

Edmonton Public School 
Board Chair Sarah Hoffman 
said it would be disingenu¬ 
ous if she didn’t admit she 
was surprised Edmonton 
only got three schools. 

“I’m sure Calgaiy has 
needs as well but I know 
that we need schools 
desperately in Edmonton. 
These two are a good start 
... but this will not meet 
our needs for the next two 
years, five years, 10 years 
moving forward,” she said. 

When asked why 
Edmonton was receiving 
fewer schools than Calgaiy, 
Redford said the govern¬ 
ment is building infrastruc¬ 
ture across the province. 

“I’m not going to stand 
up here and compare one 
number versus another 
number,” she said.

Build arena now, fund later: City report

ministration is arguing council 
should take on the downtown 
arena project next week. 

A report councillors will de¬ 
bate May 8 suggests the arena 
project, which remains $55 mil¬ 
lion short in funding, should 
go ahead without the missing 
cash. 

Due to the scale of the pro¬ 


ject, the money would not be 
required until half way through 
construction, which is set to 
begin in 2014. 

Coun. Amaijeet Sohi said he 
would be veiy uncomfortable 
moving ahead without funds 
firmly committed, and it’s time 
for Oilers owner Daiyl Katz to 
step up. 

“The deal has to be fair 
and has to be balanced and I 
think we have compromised 


enough,” he said. 

Sohi argued that the city 
should split the $100 million 
that was supposed to come 
from the province 50-50, with 
the $45 million the city com¬ 
mitted being most of the city’s 
half. 

The report suggests council 
will have to move fast if the 
arena is to be completed at the 
$480 million price tag the city 
committed to. ryantumilty/metro

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Parents try to save cancelled music program 


Disappointed parents and 
students are brainstorming 
ways to save an after-school 
music program that has 
been cancelled by the Ed¬ 
monton Public School Board. 

For decades, the school 
board has funded the Music 
Enrichment Program, which 
offers students a chance to 
participate in music lessons 
for a small fee. 

As Metro first reported, 
the program will not be of¬ 


fered in the fall because of 
budget cuts. 

On Thursday evening, 
an emergency meeting was 
held for parents to discuss 
how to save the program, 
which up until now has been 
made possible through fund¬ 
raising and $220,000 from 
the school board. 

“It’s not just a program. 
It’s a tradition and an insti¬ 
tution and part of the cul¬ 
tural fabric of the city,” said 


Colleen Stanslci. 

Her 17-year-old daughter 
has participated in the pro¬ 
gram for eight years. 

“It’s like they’ve closed 
our school but they didn’t 
tell us ahead of time they 
were going to close our 
school,” Stanslci said. 

Meanwhile, the Edmon¬ 
ton Catholic School District 
is looking to expand an 
after-school music program 
open to all children called 


Strings. 

Twenty-five students 
learn string instruments in 
the program, which costs a 
small yearly fee for parents 
and takes place after-school 
at St. Boniface School, said 
Lori Nagy, spokesperson for 
the district. 

“We find that we can ex¬ 
pand that program and we 
are hoping to do so this fall,” 
Nagy said.

Royal Alberta Museum.

The Royal Alberta Museum 
now has a new collection of 
artifacts related to the 35,000 
prisoners of war that called 
Canadian prison camps home 
during the Second World War. 

The new collection won’t 
be going on display anytime 
soon, but it includes more 
than 1,000 objects and a huge 
volume of research material 
about the lives of prisoners 
and guards in the internment 
camps. 

The museum paid 
$200,000 to get the collection 
from Robert Henderson, a 
private collector, and curator 
Sean Moir said it’s extremely 
valuable because it shows 
a lesser known part of Can¬ 
adian war histoiy. 

“We all know the stories 
of the large recruitments, as-

sembling and the force going 
overseas,” he said. 

“Most of these events 
aren’t particularly pleasant, 
but they are important and 
we do need to discuss them in 
society.” 

According to Moir, Brit¬ 
ain asked Canada and other 
Commonwealth nations to 
set up the camps because of 
fears that England could have 
been invaded and the prison¬ 
ers would become a standing 
army ready to control the 
countiy. 

Two-thirds of the 35,000 
prisoners were housed in 
camps in Alberta, which also 
took in Canadian residents of 
German and Italian heritage, 


who, it was feared, could be 
enemy spies. 

Moir said the artifacts are 
remarkable, but Henderson 
has so much research on all 


of them. 

“What is extraordinaiy 
about this collection is the 
depth of the research that he 
did.” 


20% cut. U of A arts faculty hit hard by budget 


The Faculty of Arts at the Uni¬ 
versity of Alberta has slashed 
its graduate students budget 
by 20 per cent, meaning 
undergraduate students will 
have fewer teaching assist¬ 
ants and research assistants 
in their classes, according to 
a professor. 

“This is going to have con¬ 
sequences in terms of what 
goes on in classrooms,” said 
Ian Urquhart, associate pro¬ 


fessor in the political science 
department at the University 
of Alberta. 

In addition to grading 
and other duties, Urquhart 
said TAs allow him to break 
up a large class into smaller 
groups, which is beneficial 
for students. 

“We had no advanced 
knowledge of the 20 per 
cent cuts to arts,” said Brent 
Epperson, president of the 


Graduate Students’ Asso¬ 
ciation at the University of 
Alberta. 

“We will be consulting 
with central administration 
in the coming weeks to see 
exactly what this means for 
graduate students.” 

Petros Kusmu, University 
of Alberta Students’ Union 
vice-president external, said 
undergraduate students will 
be paying more for less. 


Post-secondaiy institu¬ 
tions across the province are 
chopping programs and staff 
as they manage cuts to fund¬ 
ing announced in the March 
budget. 

The University of Alberta 
announced this week that 
applications and admissions 
to a small French business 
administration program have 
been suspended.

BRIDGE BARRIERS HAT NOT BE 
THE BEST SOLUTION TO SUICIDE

I recently took part in a fund¬ 
raising initiative to illuminate 
our signature bridge, the High 
Level. However, while Light the 
Bridge is lighting up conversa¬ 
tions, there’s a quieter discus¬ 
sion surrounding the bridge. 
One so dark that no amount of 
bulbs could lighten it. 

That is suicide. In particu¬ 
lar, the question is what to do 
about the 50 or so people who 
attempt to jump off the bridge 
eveiy year? 

Last week Mayor Stephen 
Mandel did a rare thing by 
bringing it up at city council. 
He’s requesting a report on se¬ 
curity measures that go beyond 
the partial barriers already in 
place to protect drivers below. 

Some people have dubbed 
it “Suicide Central,” a morbid 
nickname that comes to mind 
eveiy time I cross it and see a 
bouquet of flowers tied to the 


railing. Or eveiy time I recall 
two people from my past who 
ended their lives there. Could 
anything more have been 
done? 

Toronto spent $6 million 
on a full barrier for the Bloor 
viaduct, which reduced suicide 
attempts on the bridge to zero.

ical Journal article, it didn’t re¬ 
duce suicide at all. Not even by 
jumping. Simply, people went 
to other bridges to end their 
lives. 

With the Walterdale Bridge 
a short walk away, it’s easy to 
assume that Edmontonians 
would do the same. However, 
a barrier on Washington D.C.’s 
Ellington bridge showed that 
full barriers could be successful 


One theory is that the Elling¬ 
ton’s mythology set off cues for 
spontaneous suicides. Whether 
it’s true, it’s fair to say that Ed¬ 
monton’s signature bridge has 
similar folklore, as explored in 
Trevor Anderson’s short docu- 
mentaiy The High Level Bridge. 

But even if the theory of 
psychological stimuli was right, 
it’s possible that the new Wal¬ 
terdale Bridge, with its modem 


and soon-to-be iconic design, 
could eventually take its place 
as the city’s signature bridge. 

But there is also another 
way to look at barriers. 

Vancouver’s Lion’s Gate 
Bridge placed indirect barriers 
in the form of phones to crisis- 
prevention lines. While Ed¬ 
monton may want to consider 
the same, it could just as easily 
consider signage with hotline 
numbers listed, since most 
people have cellphones. 

Another bridge in Prague 
used art. The installation of 
an upturned streetlight below 
intends to turn a potential 
jumper’s attention to the sky 
for contemplation. However, 
romanticizing it so blatantly 
could have adverse affects. 

The fact is people who are 
so desperate that they’re will¬ 
ing to end their lives can always 
find somewhere and somehow 
to do it. In a province with his¬ 
torically higher-than-average 
suicides, we may do just as well 
to invest the money in social 
services reaching out to people 
in need.

of libraries. “The public li¬ 
brary, that’s their strength.” 

McGugan began talks 
with the EPL in January 
2011. “Basically, the idea is 
we wanted to supplement 
our collection,” she said. 

EPL launched its first 
lending machine at Century 
Park LRT station in 2010 
with a small vending ma¬ 
chine containing some 200 
books. The machine at Mac¬ 
Ewan is bigger, more sophis¬ 
ticated and one of only five 
of its kind in North America, 
said Vicky Varga, associate 
manager of circulation and 
interlibrary loan services 
with EPL. 

MacEwan student Tisha 
Raj said she hasn’t used the 
machine yet, but plans to. 

“People have said it’s 
silly, as the public library is 
blocks away,” she said. “But 
it’s great, it’s so convenient. 
It will be well used.”

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Jail guards could be disciplined by province 


Labour. Report says 
striking staff may have 
put others in danger 


The Alberta government is 
suggesting it may discipline 
some jail guards who took 
part in an illegal strike. 

Deputy solicitor general 
Tim Grant says there’s a re¬ 


port that some guards who 
left their posts at the Edmon¬ 
ton Remand Centre when the 
strike began last Friday may 
have put inmates, managers 
and other guards in danger. 

“This incident will be in¬ 
vestigated and dealt with ap¬ 
propriately,” Grant wrote in a 
statement released Thursday. 

Grant, a former Canadian 
Forces major-general who 
commanded troops in Af¬ 


ghanistan, did not say what 
“appropriately” means. 

He said it is not the gov¬ 
ernment’s intention to seek 
retribution against guards 
who “just participated in the 
illegal strike.” 

Grant said he met with 
guards at the new $580-mil- 
lion facility twice on Wednes¬ 
day to discuss issues of con¬ 
cern and was to meet with 
staff again Thursday. 


The Alberta Union of Prov¬ 
incial Employees said the 
threat of discipline breaks a 
promise of amnesty the gov¬ 
ernment made that helped 
end the almost five-day strike 
at 10 correctional facilities 
across the province. 

Union president Guy 
Smith said he will be filing 
a complaint with the Alberta 
Labour Relations Board.

Murder probe. 

Police need help to 
establish timeline 


Edmonton police are asking 
anyone who saw or spoke 
with the city’s latest homi¬ 
cide victim to come forward, 
hoping to find out where he 
was and who he was with be¬ 
fore his death. 

Autopsy results confirmed 
Thursday that Amir Ahmed 
Qureshi, 25, died of a gunshot 
wound. His body was discov¬ 
ered Wednesday morning on 
the southern edge of the city. 

Police are now tiying to 
piece together a timeline of 
the last hours of his life to 
establish what happened to 
him. 

“We are in the early stages 
of this investigation. We 
are trying to piece together 
Amir’s last hours and haven’t 
ruled out other crime scenes,” 
said Insp. Kevin Brezinslci, 
head of the major crimes 
unit. 

Qureshi had a criminal re¬ 
cord, but Brezinslci said they 
do not yet know if his death 
was gang- or drug-related. 

“Mr. Qureshi was known 
to the police, I can tell you 



that, but we will let the evi¬ 
dence lead us to where we are 
going,” he said. 

In addition to anyone who 
saw or spoke with Qureshi, 
police are searching for a 
2006 red four-door Mitsubishi 
Lancer with Alberta licence 
plate GWA 322.

RCMP and a grieving mother 
are marking the 30th anni¬ 
versary of the disappearance 
of a girl in western Alberta 
by calling for new tips in the 
case. 

Shelly-Anne Bacsu was last 
seen on May 3,1983, just out¬ 
side of the town of Hinton. 

Police say they still hope 
someone will come forward 
with information to help 
solve the mysteiy of the 
16-year-old’s disappearance.

someone in the town knows 
what happened to her daugh¬ 
ter and will speak up to end 
her family’s nightmare.

Five deaths 
in seven new cases 
reported by Saudi Arabia 


Cancer drug 
Avastin linked to 
flesh-eating disease 


The World Health Organization 
would like more and quicker 
information about new corona- 
viruses cases, the organization’s 
head of infectious diseases said 
Thursday after Saudi Arabia 
surprised the world with the 
news it had found seven more 
coronavirus infections. 

The Saudi ministiy of health 
revealed late Wednesday that it 
had diagnosed the new cases, 
which bring the global case 


count to 24. Five of the new sev¬ 
en cases had died by the time 
the Saudi government told the 
World Health Organization 
that additional cases had been 
found. 

Though the majority of the 
total cases — 16 of which have 
been fatal — have come from 
Saudi Arabia, the Saudi gov¬ 
ernment has been veiy closed¬ 
mouthed about the outbreak.

Health Canada is warning 
that the cancer drug Avas¬ 
tin has been linked in rare 
cases to necrotizing fasci¬ 
itis, the fast-moving bacter¬ 
ial infection also known as 
flesh-eating disease. 

Two Canadians taking 
Avastin developed necro¬ 
tizing fasciitis and one of 
them died, the federal de¬ 
partment said Thursday in 
a warning issued in con¬ 
junction with the drug’s 
manufacturer, Hoffmann-La 
Roche Ltd.

Administration published 
a similar warning in mid- 
March, indicating that cases 
of the tissue-destroying in¬ 


fection have mainly been 
seen in people with wound¬ 
healing complications or 
certain internal bleeding 
conditions. 

A safety review of the 
drug by Roche identified 52 
cases of necrotizing fasci¬ 
itis reported worldwide be¬ 
tween November 1997 and 
September 2012; 17 of them 
were fatal, including the 
one Canadian. 

The cases occurred in pa¬ 
tients treated with Avastin 
for several types of cancer. 
About two-thirds were be¬ 
ing treated for colorectal 
cancer; 21 of the patients 
had gastrointestinal per¬ 
foration, fistula formation 
or wound-healing compli¬ 
cations that preceded the 
onset of the often deadly 
infection.

2 girls killed by 
poison yogurt 
over school rivalry 

Chinese state media say 
two girls have died after 
eating poisoned yogurt 
placed outside their 
kindergarten at the direc¬ 
tion of the head of a rival 
school. 

The Xinhua News 
Agency says police believe 
the poisoning was motiv¬ 
ated by competition for 
students between the 
schools. 

It says the head of 
the rival kindergarten 
confessed that she injected 
the yogurt with rat poison 
and asked a man to place it 
with notebooks on the road 
to the rival kindergarten in 
Pingshan county in Hebei 
province. 

Xinhua said the girls’ 
grandmother found the 
books and yogurt and 
took them home on April 
24. The children suffered 
convulsions after eating 
the yogurt and died later.

Tower of life and death* 
not for robots: UN report 


Lethal. Professor calls 
for a moratorium 
on all killer machines 
until rules can be 
developed for their use 


Killer robots that can attack tar¬ 
gets without any human input 
“should not have the power of 
life and death over human be¬ 
ings,” a new UN report says. 

The report for the UN Hu¬ 
man Rights Commission post¬ 
ed online this week deals with 


legal and philosophical issues 
involved in giving robots lethal 
powers over humans. 

Report author Christof 
Heyns, a South African profes¬ 
sor of human rights law, calls 
for a worldwide moratorium 
on the “testing, production, 
assembly, transfer, acquisition, 
deployment and use” of killer 
robots until rules can be de¬ 
veloped for their use. 

His findings are due to be 
debated at the Human Rights 
Council in Geneva on May 29. 

According to the report, the 
United States, Britain, Israel, 


South Korea and Japan have de¬ 
veloped various types of fully or 
semi-autonomous weapons. 

In the report, Heyns fo¬ 
cuses on a new generation 
of weapons that choose their 
targets and execute them. He 
calls them “lethal autonomous 
robotics,” or LARs for short, and 
says: “Decisions over life and 
death in armed conflict may 
require compassion and intui¬ 
tion. Humans — while they are 
fallible — at least might possess 
these qualities, whereas robots 
definitely do not.”

‘Culture of secrecy.’ Free-speech group 
gives federal government a D-minus 


A test project that allows 
requests for information to 
be made online is among a 
few positive developments 
that have lifted the federal 
government’s overall trans¬ 
parency performance to a 
barely passing grade, ac¬ 
cording to a new report by a 
free-speech advocacy group. 

At the same time, the 
report by Canadian Jour¬ 
nalists for Free Expression 
takes aim at the Conserva¬ 
tive government for its 
“culture of secrecy” as epit¬ 
omized by the muzzling of 
federal scientists. 

“There are good reasons 
to go even lower than last 
year’s failing F,” states the 
Review of Free Expression 
Canada, released ahead of 
Friday’s World Press Free¬ 
dom Day. “But rather than 
repeating this dismal year, 
we hope the federal govern¬ 
ment will heed the many 
voices calling for change.” 

Overall, the group’s 
2012-13 report gives the 
federal government a

The suicide rate among mid¬ 
dle-aged Americans climbed a 
startling 28 per cent in a dec¬ 
ade, a period that included 
the recession and the mort¬ 
gage crisis, the Centers for 
Disease Control and Preven¬ 
tion reported Thursday. 

The trend was most pro¬ 
nounced among white men 
and women in that age group. 
Their suicide rate jumped 40 
per cent between 1999 and 
2010. 

But the rates in younger 
and older people did not 
change. And there was lit¬ 
tle change among middle- 
aged blacks, Hispanics and 
most other racial and ethnic 
groups. 

Why did so many middle- 
aged whites take their own 
lives?

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Bomb detector 
con man jailed

A British judge on Thursday 
sentenced a businessman who 
sold fake bomb detectors to 
10 years in jail, saying the mil¬ 
lionaire had shown a cavalier 
disregard for potentially fatal 
consequences. 

James McCormick made an 
estimated $77.8 million from 
the sales of his non-working 
detectors — which were based 
on a novelty golf ball finder — 
to countries including Iraq, Bel-

gium, Niger and Saudi Arabia. 

McCormick, 57, was con¬ 
victed of three counts of fraud 
last month and sentenced at 
the Old Bailey court in London, 
where Judge Richard Hone 
called his profits from a “cal¬ 
lous confidence trick” obscene 
and outrageous. 

“Your fraudulent conduct 
in selling so many useless de¬ 
vices for simply enormous 


profit promoted a false sense 
of security and in all probabil¬ 
ity materially contributed to 
causing death and injuiy to in¬ 
nocent individuals,” Hone told 
McCormick. 

“You have neither insight, 
shame or any sense of re¬ 
morse.” 

Prosecutor Richard Whit- 
tam said the devices, which 
sold for up to $42,000 each, 
claimed to be able to find ex¬ 
plosives and drugs under water 
and from the air. He said they 
“lacked any grounding in sci¬ 
ence.” 

McCormick, a former 
policeman and salesman, had 
told the court he sold his “de¬ 
tectors” to police in Kenya, the 
prison service in Hong Kong 
and the army in Egypt.

Hiynylc’s 
Twitter profile describes her 
as a “proud New Democrat.”

Somalia. New study 
attributes total of nearly 
260,000 deaths to 
militant food ban, slow 
aid response in 2011 


A decision by extremist Islamic 
militants to ban deliveiy of 
food aid and a “normalization 
of crisis” that numbed inter¬ 
national donors to unfolding 
disaster made south-central 
Somalia the most dangerous 
place in the world to be a child 
in 2011. 

The first in-depth study of 
famine deaths in Somalia in 
2011 was released Thursday, 
and it estimates that 133,000 
children under age five died, 
with child death rates ap¬ 
proaching 20 per cent in some 
communities. 

That’s 133,000 under-five 
child deaths out of an estimat¬ 
ed 6.5 million people in south- 
central Somalia. That compares 
to 65,000 under-five deaths that 
occurred in all industrial coun¬ 
tries in the world combined 
during the same period, a 
population of 990 million, said

Chris Hillbruner, a senior food- 
security adviser at FEWS NET, a 
U.S.-sponsored famine-warning 
agency. 

FEWS NET was one of two 
food-security agencies that 
sponsored the study. The other 
was the Food Security and Nu¬ 
trition Analysis Unit-Somalia. 
The two agencies had warned 
the world as early as fall 2010 
that failed rains in Somalia 
meant a hunger crisis was ap¬ 
proaching. 

“The world was too slow to 
respond to stark warnings of 
drought, exacerbated by con¬ 
flict in Somalia, and people 
paid with their lives,” said 
Senait Gebregziabher, the So¬ 
malia director for the aid group 
Oxfam. 

The new study put the total 
number of famine deaths at 
nearly 260,000.

Undies entrepreneur 
targets new mothers 


Loblaw says it will continue 
manufacturing Joe Fresh cloth¬ 
ing in Bangladesh and also take 
new steps to ensure the struc¬ 
tural integrity of supplier fac¬ 
tories in the wake of a building 
collapse that killed more than 
400 people. 

“We must do a better job to 
enforce the safety of workers 
producing our products in Ban¬ 
gladesh and around the world,” 
Joe Mimran, who founded the 
Joe Fresh brand, said Thursday 
before Loblaw’s annual meet¬ 
ing. 

One of the factories in the 
building produced Joe items, 
but numerous other clothing 
makers were also in the com¬ 
plex. “I’m veiy troubled,” said 
Galen Weston, executive chair¬ 
man of Loblaw. “I’m troubled 
by the deafening silence from 
other apparel retailers on this.” 

Loblaw said its standards 
were designed to ensure that 
products are manufactured in 
a socially responsible way, but 
they did not address the issue of 
building construction or integ¬ 
rity. Still, the company didn’t 
wash its hands of the problems. 

In the past, Loblaw execu¬ 
tives visited Bangladesh eveiy 
six months to keep tabs on 
worker safety at the 47 local 
factories that produce Joe Fresh 
clothes. An international aud¬ 
iting firm would visit each year, 
Mimran explained. 

“It’s a veiy robust system, 
but it needs to be even more 
robust,” he said. 

Loblaw plans to station an 
employee in Bangladesh to 
oversee sourcing on a daily

basis, Mimran added. 

Next week, Loblaw will 
send four senior executives to 
Bangladesh to meet with the 
government, labour officials 
and the Canadian high com¬ 
mission. There was no mention 
of the company meeting with 
trade unions. 

Loblaw said owners of other 
factories that manufacture 
Joe Fresh clothing have begun 
to provide the company with 
architectural plans and build¬ 
ing permits, but Mimran em¬ 
phasized the factoiy collapse 
is more than just a concern 
for Loblaw and other clothing 
makers. 

“This is not just the brands 
and the labels who have a re 
sponsibility... it is a responsibil¬ 
ity for the whole industry and 
for government,” he said. 

“If we feel that government 
cannot give us the kind of in¬ 
formation we can rely on when 
we do our audits, then we may 
have to rethink which coun¬ 
tries we go into.”

Some Petro-Canada sta¬ 
tions are running out of 
gasoline because of repairs 
taking place at a refinery in 
Edmonton.

Fisher a spokeswoman for 
Suncor Energy Inc., the 
oil giant that owns the 
Petro-Canada stations and 
refineries. “We understand 
that this is an inconvenience 
to our customers and we’re 
working really hard to mini¬ 
mize the impact.”

ExxonMobil says 
cleanup from oil 
leak almost done 

ExxonMobil officials and 
regulators on Thursday 
were investigating the 
cause of a small oil leak 
from the Pegasus pipeline 
in southeast Missouri — 
the second leak from the 
pipeline in a month. 

The latest leak was 
discovered Tuesday near 
Doniphan, Mo., a small 
town just north of the 
Arkansas border. About 


42 gallons of crude oil, 
or roughly one barrel, 
spilled into retiree Robert 
Cooley’s yard. “I thought 
a kid had poured some oil 
out there, but I could see 
it was spreading,” Cooley, 
86, said. “I said, ‘There’s 
something wrong. Call the 
oil company.’” 

An ExxonMobil spokes¬ 
man Russ Roberts said 
Thursday the cleanup was 
nearly complete. Exxon¬ 
Mobil is working with 
the U.S. Department of 
Transportation and other 
regulators to determine the 
cause of the leak.

Consensuson 
cutting emissions 
is close: Think-tank 

An independent sustain¬ 
able development think- 
tank says Alberta, Ottawa 
and the oil and gas indus¬ 
try are close to reaching a 
meaningful consensus on 
how to reduce greenhouse 
gas emissions. 

The Winnipeg-based 
International Institute for 
Sustainable Development 
has crunched the numbers 
of a range of proposals on 


the table. 

Vice-president Dave 
Sawyer says the so-called 
40-and-40 proposal that has 
been floated by the Alberta 
government is probably 
the best option, as long as 
it is modified so that it has 
a two-tier price for compli¬ 
ance. 

Such a policy — a 40 
per cent improvement 
in emissions intensity 
and a two-tiered penalty 
for missing the target — 
would cut emissions by 
42 megatonnes, and cost 
about $28 a tonne or 42 
cents a barrel. 

Sawyer says the two 


tiers would muscle com¬ 
panies into actually cutting 
emissions rather than sim¬ 
ply buying their way out 
of complying with tougher 
guidelines. 

But the scheme would 
still not take Canada all 
the way to meeting its 
international obligations 
by 2020. 

“It will get us going. 
Please, get going,” Sawyer 
said in an interview

“You can’t 
blame them for not knowing 
the jargon — it’s not their 
job. Why would anybody 
put up money for something 
they don’t understand?” 

Alda, who lives in New 
York City and has a home 
on eastern Long Island, said 
that as his 12-year tenure 
as host of Scientific Amer¬ 
ican Frontiers was ending in 
2005, he began seeking out 
a university interested in his 
idea for a centre for com¬ 
municating science. He de¬ 
scribed himself as a “Johnny 
Appleseed” going from uni¬ 
versity to university shop¬ 
ping his idea. 

Stony Brook, a 24,000-stu¬ 
dent state university about 
70 miles east of Manhattan, 
“was the only place that 
understood what I was try¬ 
ing to say and thought it was 
possible,” he said. 

The centre launched in 
2009.

Black Rebel Motorcycle Club’s 
Robert Levon Been admits that 
making his band’s new record 
was particularly difficult. 

But, the California trio’s 
sixth record, Specter at the 
Feast, followed the abrupt 
death of Been’s father, Michael, 
the band’s sound engineer, 
who fronted 1980s pop band 
The Call. 

“Any album that’s worth a 
s— is difficult to make,” Been 
says. “There were lots of dif¬ 
ferent things that made this 
difficult. After the last tour, we 
were exhausted, and my fath¬ 
er’s passing at the end of the 
tour meant there was a mourn¬ 
ing process to go through. 


Things are always difficult 
when you’re caught in the eye 
of the storm.” 

Taking its name from a 
quote in Macbeth, Specter at 
the Feast finds co-frontman/ 
bassist Been and his band- 
mates — guitarist and co-singer 
Peter Hayes and drummer Leah 
Shapiro — losing themselves in 
shoe-gazey psychedelia, barrel¬ 
ing heavy rock and occasional 
quieter songs like the doleful 
album closer, Lose Yourself. 
In the middle of it all is an an- 
themic cover of The Call’s Let 
the Day Begin. 

“That song found its way 
onto the album somehow,” 
Been says. “It wasn’t planned, 
but it felt right to remember 
all the love and help my father 
gave us. It’s always difficult 
covering someone’s song. You 
want to be respectful but also 
put your fingerprint on it. We 
turned that song inside-out. We 
knew a ballad was not what we 
needed. We needed a song that 
felt like it was about standing 
back up and moving forward.”

Singer Little Boots, on why it's especially important for electronic musicians to create a 
complete audio-visual experience. 


It’s been four years since the 
electro-pop artist Little Boots 
bopped her way onto the 
music scene with her debut 
album Hands. After being 
dropped by Atlantic Records, 
the singer — whose real name 
is Victoria Heslceth — decided 
to take creative control with 
her sophomore album Noc¬ 
turnes. 

The 28-year-old talked to 
Metro about her new record, 
going “crazy” and wearing 
LED-synced costumes. 

Your new album is called 
Nocturnes. What did you do 
last night? 

Last night, I was rehearsing 
until God-knows-when and I 
came back and I was program¬ 
ming more synthesizers and 
stuff for the Live show — I’ve 
been up crazy time all week. 
It’s been really full-on. 


Why did you go for a darker 
sound on your new album? 

My favourite pop songs are al¬ 
ways kind of shiny, but there’s 
a kind of darkness underneath 
and I wanted to create that 
nighttime edginess. 

It feels less commercial than 
Hands. Would you agree? 

Um, yes, definitely in some 
ways. I’ve not been wonying 
about what’s on the radio or 
what’s in the chart or trying 
to copy or compete with that. 
Last time, I had a song in the 
Top 10 and that’s what we 
were really going for — but 
people didn’t really know 
much about me. This is about 
making an album that’s repre¬ 
sentative of me — but they’re 
still big pop songs at heart. 

You've worn some pretty left- 
field costumes. What do you 


have in store for fans? 

Well, we’ve got some outfits 
with sequins and beetle shells 
by a designer called Sorapol 
and vintage 70s diva dresses 
that complement the record, 
with some big ol’ earrings. 

And we’re actually working on 
a light-up dress made from an 
LED fabric and it’s going to be 
synced to our track, so you’ll 
see the lyrics in graphic form. 

Is it important to create a 
complete audio-visual experi¬ 
ence? 

Definitely a whole experience. 
It’s not just a singer you’re 
buying into — it’s a whole 
world. It needs to be visual to 
make sense, especially with 
electronic music. Otherwise 
it’s just a bunch of dudes 
standing behind a keyboard 
and it’s pretty boring!

Not one to 
shy away from the industiy’s 
new technologies, the author 
fielded questions from us via 
her iPad while in LA. for her 
book tour. 

When did you know the time 
was right to write a memoir? 

It wasn’t so much that I want¬ 
ed to write a memoir as that 
I wanted to write about how 
growing older has changed 
during my lifetime. It became 
clear to me that the best way 
to illuminate the ways we live 
now was to mine my own life 
for material. 

Did you approach this the 
same way you did your other 
non-fiction works? Do you ap¬ 
proach fiction differently? 

I approach almost all my writ¬ 
ing in the same basic fashion. 

I spend as much time as I can 
reading and reporting, and

finally 
thinking 
deeply 
about the 
subject and 
the themes 
that inter¬ 
est me. I 
obviously 
don’t do 
the reporting when I’m writing 
a novel, but the months of 
constant mulling are certainly 
a big part of the process. 

Were you ever nervous or 
apprehensive to reveal such 
private details about hard 
subjects, like when you gave 
up drinking, for example? 

I’ve had to learn over the years 
what can go into print, and 
what is too much information. 
Perhaps not for the reader but 
for friends and family. When 
I had a finished manuscript of 
Candles, I gave it to my hus¬ 
band and three children, who 
had absolute veto rights. No 
one exercised them; I suspect 


because I had already been 
pretty sensitive about what not 
to include. Certainly discussing 
the fact that I stopped drinking 
24 years ago was a bit of a leap 
for me. But I thought it might 
be helpful for other women 
who have had issues with 
alcohol. 

What is the best compliment 
someone could give you as a 
writer? 

There are two. Sometimes a 
conservative will say to me 
about my political columns, “I 
don’t agree with your politics, 
but you always make me think 
about things in a different 
way.” That’s huge for me; 
preaching to the choir is one 
thing, but engaging with those 
who are not on the same page 
feels like a real accomplish¬ 
ment, especially in our divided 
and divisive society. The other 
thing is that women will some¬ 
times tell me that they feel as 
though I’m telling the stoiy of 
their fives.

1. Thaw pie shells and pas- 
tiy rounds, then follow pack¬ 
age directions to pre-coolc pie 
shells. Rounds will be used raw. 

2. Whisk 8 eggs together 
with salt and pepper until 
smooth. 


3. Add butter to large sauce¬ 
pan on medium heat. Add 
sausage and bacon to pan and 
cook for 5 minutes, stirring oc¬ 
casionally, until bacon fat has 
rendered off, about 5 minutes. 

4. Add whisked eggs to pan. 
Continue mixing until eggs 
begin to set and are slightly 
white in colour. Add grape to¬ 
matoes and green onions. 

5. Remove pan from heat.

Oil Kings ready for 
Rose City rematch 


WHL Finals. Familiar 
foes from Portland 
could become a thorn 
in the side of title- 
holders Edmonton 


After the Edmonton Oil Kings 
and Portland Winterhawlcs 
delivered one of the most dra¬ 
matic final series in Western 
Hockey League history last sea¬ 
son, it only seems appropriate 
that they come together for an 
encore performance. 

The Oil Kings and Winter- 
hawks resume their budding 
rivalry Friday, when the best-of- 
seven WHL championship ser¬ 
ies kicks off in Portland. 

In a back-and-forth series in 
2012, the Oil Kings took Game 
7 at Edmonton’s Rexall Place, 
4-1, to win their first title in the 
franchise’s fifth season. This 
time around, the Winterhawlcs 


have home ice advantage. 

“To go from a seven-game 
series last year and to get right 
back at it this year, it’s like 
we’re going right into Game 
8,” said Edmonton coach Derek 
Laxdal. 

The matchup pits Portland’s 
top-ranked offence (334 regu¬ 
lar-season goals) against Ed¬ 
monton’s stingy, league-leading 
defence (155 goals allowed). 

The Oil Kings have shut out 
16 opponents in the regular 
season and playoffs, but Port¬ 
land has scored in 147 straight 
games. 

Despite the accolades on the 
offensive side for the Winter- 
hawks, a solid four-man de¬ 
fensive corps led by top NHL 
draft prospect Seth Jones and 
first-round pick Derrick Pouliot 
helped set a new franchise rec¬ 
ord for fewest goals allowed in 
the regular season (169). 

On the flip side, the Oil 
Kings have a balanced offen¬ 
sive attack that saw six players

reach the 60-point plateau in 
the regular season, led by Mi¬ 
chael St. Croix’s 92. 

In goal, Portland’s Mac Car- 
ruth and Edmonton’s Lauren 
Brossoit each rank near the top 
of the league in goals against 
average and save percentage 
in both the regular season and 
playoffs. 

In three post-season rounds, 
Edmonton has outscored its 
opponents 71-25, while the 
Winterhawlcs hold a 66-26 
edge. Something has to give. 

St. Croix feels that neutral 
observers might underestimate 
the Oil Kings’ chances to repeat. 

“They did have more points 
and they’re the No. 1 seed,” St. 
Croix said of the Winterhawlcs. 
“We’re on the road to start, so 
I guess in some ways we’re the 
underdog.” 

There hasn’t been a finals 
rematch in the WHL since 1975 
and 1976, when the New West¬ 
minster Bruins won consecu¬ 
tive series over the Saskatoon 
Blades. 

The Oil Kings aim to be the 
first team since the 1994 and 
1995 Kamloops Blazers to cap¬ 
ture two straight league titles. 
The Winterhawlcs seek their 
first WHL crown in 15 years.

Poll finds 4-of-5 
Americans OK with 
Redskins nickname 

It’s been a rough off-season 
for the Washington Red¬ 
skins, and not just because 
of the knee injuiy to star 
quarterback Robert Griffin 
Iff 

The team’s nickname, 
which some consider a 
derogatoiy term for Native 
Americans, has faced a bar¬ 
rage of criticism. 

But a new Associated 
Press-GfK poll shows that 
“Redskins” still enjoys 
widespread support. Nearly 
four in five Americans 
don’t think the team 
should change its name, 
the survey found. Only 11 
per cent think it should be 
changed, while eight per 
cent weren’t sure and two 
per cent didn’t answer. 

Although 79 per cent 
favour keeping the name, 
that does represent a 10 
percentage point drop from 
the last national poll on the 
subject, conducted in 1992. 

The poll was conducted 
from April 11 to 15. It 
included interviews with 
1,004 adults on land lines 
and cellphones. It has a 
margin of error of plus 
or minus 3.9 percentage
